of being that m ust bo attained if the pro­ 
m iser'* personal credit is to he protected. 


President Room* fit, 
wisely, 
has 
b ien 
m iserly with promise*. In many Instances 
when a flat declaration m ight have seemed 
to fit, he bas chosen, Instead, to round it 
out with reservations and frank adm ittance* 
of the possibility of failure. At a tim e when 
people were more than usually eager 
to 
weave shreds of hope Into strong promises, 
their chief executive discouraged them by 
insisting that unequivocal 
promise* 
w ere 
folly. It was good strategy. 


U nfortunately, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
declared 
more than a m onth ago that the federal 
governm ent would give im m ediate relief to 
person* whose m oney la tied lip In closed 
batiks. He alated that JI OOO,(MUI,OOO would 
be In the hands of depositors 
aa quickly 
as It Is hum anly ponsible to get it out." 
Minds w ere to he provided through a loan 
by the federal governm ent on Besets of 
banka closed ainee the beginning of the cur­ 
rent year. 
This declaration wa* and it conaldered 
unfortunate for the reason th at it was ac­ 
cepted aa a promise. W hen it was made, and 
now even more than then. It took in iou 
much territory. Even w ith the full force of 
tile "hum anly possible” reservation, It held 
out a hope to depositors which could not 
be m ade to m aterialize In tim e to avoid sus­ 
picion and bitterness. A fter a m onth, noth­ 
ing has been done. Moreover, people are 
not aw are that anything la to be done Im­ 
m ediately. It would have been better to re­ 
lease the money, if that plan la sound, than 
to prom ise its release so far in advance.

During the depression, th# tendency to 
adm it that the status of welfare activities 
has changed from th at of essential charity 
to social responsibility 
and governm ental 
duty has crystallised. 
It seems probable 
that before many more years tax gatherers 
will have taken over entirely the curtailed 
responsibilities of canvassers for charitable 
contributions. 
That, however, Is speculative. 
Consider 
what Is being proposed In Cluciutiati for 
Im mediate practice. 
As soon as details of 
financing and 
organisation 
are complete, 
this state's second largest city, already ob­ 
served with national Interest by reason of 
its form of governm ent, will attem pt an ap­ 
proach to welfare work at least a genera­ 
tion in advance of the times, from th e stand­ 
point of organization.

Au industrial m anagem ent bureau, 
the heart of the organization, will cooper­ 
ate w ith employers In arriving at produc­ 
tion schedules, settling labor dispute* and 
studying conditions pertinent to business 
and employment. 
A fourth bureau will en­ 
courage desirable 
Industries 
to 
establish 
them selves in the community. 
The last 
bureau, with a coordinating function, will 
try to anticipate social and Indus! Is l trends 
In the country. 
The plan may not work, 
but it offers a united w elfare agency front 
against the social responsibility of unem ­ 
ployment. 
Assuredly, ft potuls the way to 
the unity which m ust be achieved by forces 
concerned with this new function of govern­ 
ment.

A shepherd is one whu is em ­ 
ployed in tending, 
feeding 
and 
guarding sheep. 
Abel David and 
Rachel w ere all keepers of herds of 
sheep. The word has been figuia- 
tively applied to political rulers, 
ministers and Christ. 
In our story today, Jesus has left 
Bethany, where He had spent a 
few happy, restful hours w’ith His 
friends Mary, Martha and Lazarus. 
He has just performed a miracle of 
restoring sight to a blind man. This 
act of mercy, wrought on the Sab­ 
bath, gave the Pharisees an addi­ 
tional cause to brafid Jesus a sinner. 
Jesus answers to their accusa­ 
tions are found in the discourse 
about the ‘Good Shepherd.’ Jesus 
describes a good true shepherd, so 
that he could easily be distinguish­ 
ed from a robber or thief. His ow n 
flock recognize and follow him. 
Jesus compares Himself to the door 
of the sheep-fold first, saying that 
those who enter through Him find 
abundant life. 


Jesus explains how' 
willing a 
good shepherd is to sacrifice for his 
herd, while a hireling deserts the 
sheep, allowing them to be killed, 
before exposing himself to danger. 
Other flocks hearing the voice of 
the ‘good shepherd* will join that 
Hock making one large flock. Thus 
Jesus represents Himself as the one 
‘Good Shepherd* and we. His chidd­ 
en, the sheep willing to follow Him 
through dangers to the safety of 
HL kingdom. 
Jesus wants His kingdom to be 
established by kindness and lo^e, 
and not by force as those who pre­ 
ceded Him had done in claiming 
nv s ianic qualities. It was mostly 
because Jesus came in meekness 
and gentleness that the leaders of 
the people rejected Him. 
These eighteen 
verses of 
tho 
tenth chapter of John give a most 
impressive presentation of Jesus’ 
conception of His messiahship, but 
w ithout once using the w’ord “Mes­ 
siah ”

A pparently the 
father wa# the victim of chronic 
bronchitis and the child Is now 
suffering from frequent attacks of 
bronchitis, aggravated by sudden 
changes of weather. 
It Is possible to inherit a weak­ 
ness of th# lungs and perhaps to 
have lowered resistance 
of 
the 
tissue# against certain germ s. 
In 
consequence there may be Infec­ 
tion which leads to a persistent 
[cough. 
This Is often a stum bling 
block to norm al grow th and devel­ 
opment. 
I advised that the child, aa well 
as th# father, be carefully exam ­ 
ined and every effort be m ade to 
determ ine th e exact nature of their 
coughs 
Th# possibility of asthm a 
or lung tuberculosis m ust never be 
overlooked with a history like this. 
Heed Nature'* W arning 
P ersistent cough, loss of weight, 
night sw eats, and general rundown 
condition, ar# signs that must be 
heeded. They usually Indicate In­ 
flam m ation of the larynx or wind- 
pipe 
Croup is not bo common as It j 
used to be, but It som etim es af-J 
filets children betw een th# age# of 
two and five. Some children seem j 
to be m ore suscptlbl# to It than, ; 
others. 
As a rule the affliction fol-1 
lows exposure to cold and dam p 
ness and I* usually associated with 
adenoids or enlarged tonsils. 
Repeated attacks of croup should 
never he neglected. Every effort 
should be mad# to Improve th# 
health cf th child's breathing app* 
rat us. 
An acute attack 
of 
croup 
Is 
alarm ing and frightens the m other 
who has never seen this afflic­ 
tion. The child may com plain of 
hoarseness and nasal dlschafe for 
a few hours. Some tim# during the 
night he is awakened by a barking, 
urgent cougi. The cough Increas­ 
es In severity. Th# attack may he 
sn severe an to cause th# child to 
have great difficulty In breathing. 
In Case of Croup 
It is alw ays ad visab le to call a 
physician and, whllp waiting for 
him to arrive, several things may 
he don# to Rive relief F irst, place 
♦he child In a hot hath and keep 
him there for from fifteen to twen 
j ty m inutes. Then cover him well 
J with blankets and aw alt the arri 
val of the doctor. 
lf you have a “croup kettle" In 
your house, this may he called In­ 
to service. 
Th# steam Is conduct­ 
ed Into a tent mad# of a sheet 
over th# bed. This dim inishes the 
spasm s and relieves th# difficulty 
In breathing. 
Do not neglect any of the all 
monts of childhood and. above all. 
respect and heed all of nature s 
warnings P ersistent couch, hoarse 
ness, and other lung sym ptom s re 
quire expert medical attention and 
should never he neglected 
In m any cases it Is advisable to 
resort to an X ray picture and oth 
er laboratory tests to determ ine 
accurately w hat Is 
wrong. Your 
physician will advise these meas 
ures lf they are necessary.
